He then
presented the record to show this im-
pression to be unfounded.

Openly charging that the Congress
and the courts' had received and
were receiving valubale gifts, employ-
ment or compensation from publio
serviee corporations, frusts and per-
sons engaged in interstate commerce,
or having an interest in legislation,
Mr. Randell presented a resolution in
the Hounse directing the Speaker im-
mediately to appoint  the judiciary
committee so that it mav consider the
question of amending the law so as to
prohibit sueh econduet. The resolu-
tion was voted down.

minutes made by Mr. Wright at Fort
Meyer last fall.

During the entire flizht the ma-
chine was under perfect control, but
several times appeared to the spee-
tators to be on the point of divmg
forward.

The machire traveled a distance of
about 70 miles, it was estimated hy
Wilbur Wright, and at one time dur-
ing the flight the height attained, he-
tween 260 and 280 feet, exeeeded the
highest point ever attained by a heav-
ier-than-air machine on this con-
tinent.
